*[An  Act  to  amend  the  lav  for  opoi&ng  wagers. 

Whereas  it  is  expedient,  so  far  as  regards  the  State  of  Bombay,  to  uutfld 
the  law  for  avoiding  wagers ; It  is  enacted  as  follows : — ] 

i.  All  contracts,  whether  by  speaking,  writing  or  otherwise,  knowingly  made  _ 

to  further  or  assist  the  entering  into,  effecting  or  carrying  out  agreements  by  way  of 
gaming  or  wagering  and  all  contracts  by  way  of  security  or  guarantee  for  the  per- 
fnnnMBa of  wmh  agremnenta  or  contracta  shall  be  nail  and  void  ; and  no  suit  shall  be  *♦•*** 
allowed  in  any  Court  of  Justice  for  recovering  any  sum  of  money  paid  or  payable  in 
respect  of  any  such  contract  or  contracts,  or  any  such  agmeoKat  at  agreements  asMntnate , 
aforesaid. 

2*  No  snit  shall  be  allowed  in  any  Court  of  Justice  for  gecxmrfaigaayooTO  «»»»
